28 GARCIA ROBLES (MEXICO) PROPOSED TO INFORMAL NEGOTIATING

FRG AND CANADA FOR WEST, NEW TEXT ON PERMANENT SOVEREIGNTY 
WHICH HE DESCRIBED AS MEETING BASIC WESTERN POINTS. 

CANADIANS INDICATED IT WAS SUBSTANTIALLY ACCEPTABLE EXCEPT 
FOR EXPRESS MENTION OF NATIONALIZATION IN ABSENCE OF ANY 
INDICATION OF INDEPENDENT CRITERIA. USDEL HAD ADDITIONAL 
PROBLEMS. CANADIANS MADE PROPOSAL WHICH GARCIA ROBLES FOUND 
UNACCEPTABLE. (EC-9 CONTINUES WEAKEN ITS OPPOSITION TO 
FORMULATION SUCH AS MEXICAN TEXT.) 

USDEL UNDERSTANDS G-77 WERE EXTREMELY TOUGH WITH EE REPS AND 
REFUSED ACCEPT SOVIET PROPOSALS FOR DECLARATION. G-77 ALSO 
SCHEDULED MEET WITH CHINESE AND ALBANIANS, WHO BASICALLY 
APPROVED OF DECLARATION AND ACTION PROGRAM BUT CONTINUE 
HOPE G-77 WILL RESIST ANY ATTEMPTS TO INIECT HIGHLY

PROGRAM OF ACTION 

DURING REVIEW OF ACTION PROGRAM APRIL 27 IT SEEMED CLEAR 
VIRTUALLY ALL SIGNIFICANT WEO AMENDMENTS WOULD BE REIECTED. 
HOWEVER, GROUP OF 77 PROVED SURPRISINGLY ACCOMMODATING 
IN SEVEN-HOUR DISCUSSION APRIL 28, THOUGH SIZEABLE PORTION 
OF TEXT STILL UNAGREED AND THERE IS NO EXPECTATION DIFFERENCES 
CAN BE BRIDGED. MOST INTERESTING DEVELOPMENT WAS G-77 
REAFFIRMATION THAT ACTION PROGRAM WAS INTENDED BY THEM 
MERELY TO STATE DIRECTION IN WHICH INTERNATIONAL COMMUNITY 
HEADED AND (QUOTING INDIAN AMB) "NOT ASKING DEVELOPED

VINCI GROUP GENERALLY AGREED APRIL 29 THAT NEGOTIATIONS ON

AND IT WAS DECIDED CANADIAN AND AUSTRALIAN REPS SHOULD APPROACH 
GROUP OF 77 CHAIRMAN HOVEYDA (IRAN) TO INDICATE WEO 
PREPAREDNESS TO EXTEND SESSION FOR TWO DAYS BEYOND SCHEDULED 
ADJOURNMENT. AMONG DIFFICULT POINTS STILL REMAINING TO BE 
RESOLVED WERE THOSE RELATING TO PERMANENT SOVEREIGNTY,
